1. Amendment and response filed by applicants under 37 CFR 1.116 dated Mar. 4, 20 1 0 
have been entered and considered carefully. 

Claims 2-6 have been canceled. Claims 1,7-15 and newly added claims 16-17 are 
pending. 

Newly filed IDS dated Mar. 30, 2010 have been considered. 



2. Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants have limited the claims to the conditions described in examples 1-6 wherein 

the ratio of solvent to starting material is 7-10 times. Claims 1,7-17 are allowed.
